WILMINGTON — _ The 
Board of Selectmen recently 
decided not to take any fur- 
ther action in regards to for- 
mer Superintendent Mary 
DéLai’s separation agree- 
ment. They are, however, 
going to move forward with 
an .appeal to receive the 
School Committee’s Oct. 3 
executive session minutes. 

In a piece of correspon- 
dence from Interim Super- 
intendent Joanne Benton to 
Town Manager Jeffrey Hull, 
Benton explained that “the 
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redactions are consistent 
with the developed case law 
allowing the redaction of 
certain information that is 
personnel information and, 
therefore, exempt from dis- 
closure.” 

After looking through the 
less redacted separation 
agreement and seeing the 
correspondence, Chairwo- 
man Judith O’Connell said, 
“they’re simply working 
within the parameters of the 
settlement agreement that 
they have derived, and 
they’re taking the advice of 
legal counsel. In my opinion, 
I feel like we have received 
what we’re going to receive 
in finality.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
added that he believes the 
board is “chipping away in 
the right direction with 
small victories” and that if 
they had not pursued obtain- 
ing the less redacted separa- 
tion agreement, they would 
not know as much about 
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ized educational experience, 
with academic and social and 
emotional success for our stu- 
dents, we really need to put 
dollars into helping teachers 
to attain those goals.” 

She said the schools need 
well-trained and highly quali- 
fied staff, so the budget in- 
cludes professional develop- 
ment funds that in recent

other areas. 

“I’m bringing them back so 
that our teachers have the 
funds to support the new 
development of new curricu- 
lum,” Benton noted. “You 
will also see in this budget 
that there were some con- 
cerns about programs that 
were cut last year or items 
that were cut in the budget, 
and I will be bringing those

Three components of this 
budget include Chapter 70 
state aid, which was an- 
nounced as only about an 
increase of $20 per student,

In Wilmington, the Grange 
first met in the Wilmington 
Town Hall, the building that 
is now the Wilmington Arts 
Center. It was a nice place, 
but the first Grange fair told 
them they did not have 
enough room. 

The Grange fair was an 
event where the farmers 
could exhibit their best crops 
and products, and every 
farmer would exhibit in 
many varieties. Those crops 
were in bushel boxes, and the 
hall became very crowded. 

Plans were started imme- 
diately for a larger meeting 
place. A site was found on 
Wildwood Street, close to 
Middlesex Avenue. In 1910, a 
cellar hole was dug, and Pe- 
ter Neilson was hired to lay 
the foundation. At the time, 
he lived in North Woburn, 
but he later built a home on 
Glen Road, near Silver Lake. 
His brother Christian “Pop” 
lived in the large farmhouse 
at the corner of Glen Road 
and Harnden Street. They 
had six Grange members in 
a family of eight. 

The stonework in front was 
of large stones, well exhibit- 
ed. On the sides, there was 
no such work. The shingles 
were to come down ney to 
the ground. 

There was plenty of room 
in the building, and it quick- 
ly became the center of so- 
cial activities in Wilming- 
ton. There was no other buil-

About Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute 
Founded in 1865 in Wor- 
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ding in town, other than a 
church, which had as much 
space as the Grange Hall. 
The hall could be rented for 
$10, and many organizations 
were happy to pay the price. 

The schools would have an 
annual music program, and 
parents would gather in the 
hall to hear their children 
sing. It was the setting for 
the Senior Prom and gradua- 
tion ceremonies. Town meet- 
ings were held there, and 
wrestling matches. Another 
popular feature was movies. 
Youngsters could go to the 
Grange Hall on a Saturday 
and watch silent films, ac- 
companied by piano music. 
Later they could see the 
Green Hornet, when the 
films were run by Wally Fisk. 

There was the CC Club, 
which put on a show every 
year. Many people didn’t 
know what the CC stood for. 
Later they learned it was for 
cake and cookies. Linn Smith 
was generally the hero in 
these productions. 

There were other theatrical 
productions. One year, the 
Grange Auxiliary presented 
“The Valley Farm.” The next 
year, it was “The Deacon’s 
Second Wife.” Mrs. Eleanor 
Livingston played the lead, 
Miss Kate Rollins. Charles B. 
Osbon was the old Deacon 
Barachias Fitz. Others in the 
cast included Ernest Eames, 
Maybelle MacCabe, Doro- 
thea Neilson,. Mrs. Lillian

The 
annual Grange Fair was 
held in early September. 
Farm families would bring 
their best crops, fruits and 
vegetables, flowers, canned 
goods, dairy products, baked 
goods and home furnishings. 

The entries were all judged, 
and there was great excite- 
ment as people awaited the 
results of the judging. 

Youngsters could submit 
their own entries in the 4-H 
fair, held downstairs. School- 
teacher Henrietta Swain was 
the supervisor for 4-H. 

Once the judging was com- 
pleted, entrants could either 
take their produce home or 


donate it to the Saturday. 


night auction. Ernest “Bus- 
ter” Eames was the auction- 
eer, and his assistant would 
be Tom McQuaide. 

For the first dozen years, 
the Master of the Grange 
was always a man. In later 
years, there were women 
who held the position.

Charles Osbon seems to 
have been the first Master of 
the Wilmington Grange. Oth- 
er early Masters included 
Charles F. Perry, Eli T. 
Kinsman, Ernest W. Eames, 
George Neilson, Leon Call, 
Otto Bischoff and William T. 
Henderson. 

In the fall of 1923, someone 
was burning grass and brush 
near the Grange Hall. The 
fire got close to the building 
and ignited the wood shin- 
gles. 

A few hundred yards away 
was the Wilmington Com- 
mon and the Center School. 
The children had finished 
their lunch and were playing 
on the common. All of a sud- 
den, word passed that the 
Grange Hall was on fire. The 
boys ran to the Grange Hall. 
The fire was on the shingled 
exterior, but hadn’t breach- 
ed the walls. 

Those boys were pretty 
efficient. They dashed into 
the hall, grabbed furniture, 
and passed it outside, one 
boy to another. 

The Fire Department 
dashed up with a horse- 
drawn fire wagon, and soon 
the fire was out. 

The fire didn’t cause exten- 
sive damage. The hall was

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repaired, and the Grange re- 
mained in operation for 
many years. 

Activities went on for dee. 
ades at the Grange Hall: In 
the mid-1950s, the town built 
an auditorium and gymnasi- 
um at the high school, and 
the Grange Hall was no lon- 
ger the largest hall in town. 

In the mid-1960s, town was 
no longer a farm town, and 
the hall was no longer the 
focus of social activity. There 
were some activities, though. 
The Crusaders Drum and 
Bugle Corps was using the 
hall for practice. 

In May, 1968, there was a 
serious fire at the hall. It was 
not enough to level the build- 
ing, but the Crusaders had to 
find a new place to practice. 

The 1969 town meeting 
approved an article to buy 
the property for $10,000. 
However, that was ruled 
invalid, as there was no pur- 
pose stated for the purchase. 
A year later, the town 
bought the property as ‘a 
parking lot. It was paved, | 
but seldom used, as it was | 
several feet lower than the 
library lot. In recent years, 
it has been raised and incor- 
porated into the library 
parking area.

Take positive steps to help 
refugees here and those 
in unlivable conditions 


Dear editor, 

Throughout the course of 
American history, our citi- 
zens have lived in parallel 
worlds. One world in which 
we proclaim our pride in the 
ideals etched into the Statue 
of Liberty and the belief that 
America is the shining city 
upon a hill, lighting the way 
for the world to follow. 

The other world is the real- 
ity we live in, a country filled 
with a history of racism, sex- 
ism, ignorance, and arro- 
gance. Despite this reality, 
the beauty of America was 
that we always strived for 
that idealism, even when we 
fell short. We wanted to be 
better, we wanted to im- 
prove, and in that desire, we 
slowly got better and our 
country slowly progressed. 

Those parallel worlds col- 
lapsed this past Friday when 
President Trump signed an 
executive order that stopped 
refugee resettlement in the 
US for four months and, for 
all intents and purposes, 
barred future Muslim ref- 
ugees from being resettled in 
the United States. This is not 
the first time unwarranted 
fear overwhelmed our coun- 
try's image of itself as a 
moral leader and it will not 
be the last. 

However, rather than argue 
in favor of refugees, or 
argue against Mr. Trump's 
action, or argue how un- 
American and immoral it is 
to ban US permanent resi- 
dents from returning to the 
U.S. leaving them stranded 
at a foreign airport separat- 
ed from their families and 
lives, I want to encourage 
everyone to take positive 
steps to help those refugees 
who are already here— 
working towards bettering 
our country and their lives— 
and to help those who are 
now are stuck in unlivable 
conditions with no safe 
place to live. 


Although Trump’s execu- 
tive order leaves only a few 
options to offer help, any 
help — especially now — will 
be vital. The first option is to 
donate to an organization 
that is working locally with 
the refugee communities. 
Some of these organizations 
include the United States 
Committee for Refugees and 
Immigrants, the Interna- 
tional Institute, and the 
Catholic Charities Refugees 
and Immigrants Services. 

The money you donate will 
go directly to helping refu- 
gees in your community. 
Next, you can donate to an 
organization that is working 
abroad to help refugees liv- 
ing in camps, with the 
International Refugee Com- 
mittee being a good option. 

Beyond donating, you can 
volunteer at any of these 
organizations as they have 
offices throughout the state 
and locally (the Interna- 
tional Institute is in Lowell). 
If you do not have the time 
to volunteer, you can call 
and ask what type of dona- 
tions they need and try to 
supply those goods. 

Finally, to help, you can 
have empathy, love, and 
understanding of those who 
have suffered and lost their 
home through no fault of 
their own. This will not stop 
what has happened but it 
will help ensure opposition 
to actions like Mr. Trump's 
never disappears. 

Refugees and immigrants 
are the best of us and the best 
of our country. They serve in 
our military, they rebuild our 
communities, and all they ask 
in return is to start a new life 
in a new country. The United 
States used to be one of those 
countries and with your help, 
it will be again.

Tax filing season for indi- 
viduals opened on Jan. 23, 
but for some, this doesn't 
mean a speedy refund can 
be counted on. While the 
IRS expects to issue nine out 
of 10 refunds in fewer than 
21 days, they'll be holding 
onto refunds for returns that 
claim the Additional Child 
Tax Credit (ACTC) and the 
Earned Income Tax Credit 
(EITC) until Feb. 15.

The IRS continues to 
work with states and tax 
industry leaders to protect tax 
returns from refund fraud. 
This new effort has put more 
safeguards in place to make 
tax filing safer than ever 
before. The IRS has processed 
more than one billion e-filed 
returns safely and securely. 

¢ Convenient and often 
free: Taxpayers can e-file for 
free through IRS Free File is 
only available on IRS.gov. 
Taxpayers may qualify to 
have their taxes e-filed for 
free through IRS volunteer 
programs. Tax Assistance 
offers free tax preparation 
for those earning $54,000 or 
less. Tax Counseling for the 
Elderly generally helps peo- 
ple who are age 60 or older. 
Taxpayers can buy commer- 
cial tax software or ask their 
tax preparer to e-file their 
tax return. Most paid prepar- 


ers fail to claim, can also be 
difficult to understand. The 
ACTC allows a taxpayer 
whose tax credit is more 
than the amount of his or 
her tax liability to receive 
the unused portion of the 
Child Tax Credit. 

For example, if your tax 
liability is $600 and your 
Child Tax Credit is $1,000, 
you would not receive any 
benefit from $400 of the 
credit. However, eligible 
taxpayers can claim the 
ACTC, and could receive a 
refund of the $400. 

The EITC was developed to 
help _ out low-to-moderate 
income taxpayers based upon 
their family size, income and 
other factors. It's a shame so 
many people fail to take 
advantage of this credit, 
because it can be substantial 
— for 2016 the maximum 
amount for an EITC credit is 
actually $6,269. The IRS 
advises taxpayers claiming 
these credits that, although it

e Faster refunds: In most 
cases, e-file prevents mis- 
takes and helps people get 
their refund faster. The quick- 
est way to get a refund is to 
combine e-file with direct 
deposit into a bank account. 
The IRS issues more than 
nine out of 10 refunds in less 
than 21 days; however, some 
returns need further review 
and take longer. 

e Prior-year tax return: 
Taxpayers should keep a 
copy of their tax return. Be- 
ginning in 2017, taxpayers 
using a software product for 
the first time may need their 
Adjusted Gross Income 
(AGI) amount from their 
prior-year tax return to ver- 
ify their identity. Taxpayers 
can learn more about how to 
verify their identity and 
electronically sign tax re- 


refunds on Feb, 15, they may 
not begin arriving in bank ac- 
counts until later in February. 

The difference between a 
credit and a deduction can 
be murky area for many 
taxpayers. For clarification, 
a credit is a dollar-for-dollar 
savings. A $1,000 credit 
means $1,000 off your tax 
bill. A deduction, on the 
other hand, depends upon 
your tax bracket. If you are 
in the 25 percent tax bracket 
and you have a $1,000 tax 
deduction, your taxes will be 
lowered by $250. 

Clearly, taxes are compli- 
cated, and nobody wants to 
miss out on credits and de- 
ductions to which they are 
entitled.

Squires, Jr., age 90, of Wil- 
mington, died unexpectedly 
on Jan. 28, 2017, at the 

Lahey Clinic 
in Burling- 
ton. 

Fred was 
born in Medford, MA on 
Jan. 3, 1927; he was the dear 
son of the late Frederick J. 
Sr. and Selina Squires. Fred 
was raised and educated in 
Somerville and a graduate 
of Somerville Technical 
Vocational High School.

mended personnel changes, 
such as adding a librarian at 
the middle school, a part- 
time one at the Wildwood, 
moving the part-time Shaw- 
sheen librarian to the 
Boutwell, and having an OIT 
technician position become a 
librarian position. Based on 
class size, there can be a 
reduction of one teacher and 
two ed. assistants, as well as 
making some central office 
reductions. This recom- 
mended budget is for 471.90 
staff members. 

The budget includes step 
and salary changes as well 
as new positions. 

“We make sure that we, as 
best we can, figure out for 
teachers who is changing 
lanes this year and how 
that’s going to cut costs. 
We’ve lost the kindergarten 
grants, so that’s now in the 
operating budget,” explained 
Benton. 

The salary change is 3.18 
percent, non-salary change 
is 3.52 percent, and the dis- 
trict is increasing the cur- 
riculum supplies. There is a 
new reading program at the 
elementary level that really 
is spending a lot of money 
on training, because they 
also couldn’t do the program 
if there were not classroom 
libraries. There is a hope to 
switch funds this coming 
year to supplies for the 
classrooms.

what is going on.

“T was kind of nervous 
because it was the first time 
I had ever made it to the 
finals (of a tournament),” 
said Cook while taking a 
break from Monday after- 
noon's practice to talk about 
his special achievement. “I 
didn't know who I would be 
up against or what was 
going to happen. It turned 
out that (Fortier) was unde- 
feated this season so I was a 
little nervous. I just went out 
there, did my thing and 
fought as hard as I could.” 

Cook took a 2-0 lead with a 
takedown in the first period. 
Fortier scored a point on an 
escape, before Cook again 
took him down for two more 
points in the second period. 
Again Fortier escaped to 
make it 4-2 after the second 
period. 

“(At that point) I'm just 
sticking to defense and not 
(worrying) about offense,” 
he said. 

That plan worked as Cook 
held off Fortier for the final 
two minutes for the 4-2 deci- 
sion victory. That put his 
record at 18-5, coming after 
just having five victories 
last season. 

“He was with us last year 
and when he came out, I 
don't think he knew a thing 
about wrestling,” said head 
coach Joel McKenna. “He's 
got such a nice personality 
during practices in the 
room, he's just good to have 
around and a lot kids really 
like him. He makes some 
jokes sometimes and he has 
a good personality. 

“He ended last season gain- 
ing that experience and he 
came into this season a lot 
bigger than he was. He put 
on about forty pounds of 
muscle. He is a legitimate 
heavyweight. He's not a big- 
big heavyweight, but he's a 
legitimate heavyweight. He 
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has a couple of advantages 
over guys. I think he's in bet- 
ter shape, he's stronger than 
the kids he wrestles even 
though he may be out- 
weighed by forty pounds or 
more and there's been a cou- 
ple of times over the last few 
weekends where he has 
wrestled kids who were 285 
pounds. And he weighs 235 to 
the 240 pound range.” 

That was Cook's concern 
entering this season - he 
didn't want to wrestle the 
"Big Guys' at 285. But he was 
too big himself to wrestle 
down at 220. 

“This is second year of 
wrestling,” said the 6-foot-3, 
junior, who added that he 
plans on trying out for the 
football team in the fall. 
“My friend got me involved 
last. year asking me to get 
involved because I was a 
bigger kid and they needed 
to fill that weight class. I got 
(five) wins last year. I came 
back this year and just wres- 
tled extra hard. I actually 
didn't want to come back 
because I didn't want to 
wrestle in the heavyweight 
division but the coaches 
pushed me to come back and 
it felt good doing it.” 

After missing out on the 
first two weeks of the sea- 
son, Cook came to a practice 
and was hooked. 

“Coach told me just to 
come down to a few prac- 
tices,” said Cook. “I did and 
I enjoyed what I was doing 
and it created a lot of the 
good memories that I had 
from last year. Coach said to 
do a couple of matches and 
to see how I felt, and when I 
first got out there, he put me 
in a JV match and I took the 
kid down in like five or ten 
seconds and I won, so I was 
pretty happy with it so I 
stuck with it and here I am.” 

After finishing with third 
places at consecutive tour- 
naments, Cook said that his 


confidence was growing 
entering the ML 
Championship Meet. 


“T thought I had a chance 
to win (my weight class),” 
he said. “I work hard, my 
coaches are always pushing 
me to do big things and they 
are always telling me I can 
do it. They always teach me 
the right moves and they 
give me confidence that I 
can do it.” 

He first took on Dan 
Dimeglio of Wakefield and 
pinned him in the second 
period at the 3:09 mark. 

“T faced him before back at 
the Wakefield (dual) meet so 
I had a lot of confidence 
going into the match know- 
ing that I had already beat 
him so I could do it again,” 
said Cook. “I caught him in 
something and I was able to 
bring him down. I just 
worked from there to pin 
him.” 

That put him into the semi- 
finals where he made very 
quick work of Eric Pimental 
of Melrose, pinning him in 
just 1:16. Cook said that he 
has a height advantage over 
Pimental which gave him an 
edge, but being undersized 
in the weight class is some- 
thing he always has to over- 
come. 

“My coaches tell me that I 
can last the full six minutes 
a lot more than my oppo- 
nents can. I try to take them 
down, or I'll use an under- 
hook. Anything to get them 
down on the mat and once I 
do that, I just work it from 
there,” he said. “I'm 240 and 
a lot of the kids I go up 
against weight around 285. 
It's a lot more to do to get 
them down and start work- 
ing my stuff. I just try to use 
my strength and my will to 
get them down. It's tough 
but it seems to be working.” 

The win over Pimental put 
Cook in the finals. After 
about a 90-minute break, he

competed in his first final 
match, coming away with 
that 4-2 decision, which gave 
him the league title and 
Fortier his first defeat. 

“It felt great. It was just 
fantastic to get that gold 
medal,” said Cook. “I had 
my Dad and my 
Grandmother cheering for 
me up there (in the stands) 
and that so great.” 

McKenna said that while 
Cook has come a long way, 
he still has ways to go before 
his full potential is maxi- 
mized. 

“J have been around long 
enough to realize that he has 
a lot of physical attributes 
that go in his favor,” said the 
coach. “The biggest thing 
for Paxton over the course of 
the season is that he has 
become very coachable and 
he's become more motivated 
as he stays after practice to 
work on different stuff. We 
had to convince him that he 
was going to be successful 
and that he could be suc- 
cessful. I don't think he was 
able to see that through 
everything. He placed third 
at both the Nashua and the 
Cohasset tournaments and 
since that time, he's really 
snowballed. He's really done 
well for himself. 

“The kid he wrestled in the 
finals, hadn't lost all season 
and Paxton went out and 
took it to him. Paxton has 
developed a lot of confi- 
dence. He's another one who 
listens to the coaches in his 
corner, he knows what his 
game strategy has to be, he 
knows what he is good at, he 
knows what to do in different 
situations and he just gets 
after it. You see it when he 
gets out there. His eyes light 
up and he loves being able to 
get physical against his 
opponents.”

WAKEFIELD -- While 
struggling to compete in 
some of their dual meet 
matches this season, due pri- 
marily at times to low num- 
bers which have caused 
them to forfeit matches, the 
Wilmington High Wrestling 
team has had some great 
success in tournaments this 
season, producing champi- 
ons and several place finish- 
ers in the Nashua 
Tournament, the Cohasset 


Tournament and Woburn 


Tournament. 

This past weekend, in per- 
haps their toughest test of 
the season so far, the 
Wildcats headed to 
Wakefield High School for 
the Middlesex League 
Tournament, and once again 
performed very well, with 
place finishers in eight dif- 
ferent weight classes, includ- 
ing a pair of champions and 
a runner up. 

Senior captain sam 
Jennings won the title at 170 
pounds, while junior Paxton 
Cook was the heavyweight 
champion. Senior captain 
Jimmy Carroll meanwhile, 
took second place at 220 
pounds. 

Other place finishers for 
the Wildcats were freshman 
Jacob Bernard with a sixth 
place finish at 106 pounds, 
senior Josh Fitzler (132, 
6th), junior John Cox (138, 
5th), junior captain Patrick 
Carroll (152, 6th) and sopho- 
more Nick Kullman (182, 
6th). 

Wilmington coach Joel 
McKenna, who has seen his 
team steadily improve over 
the course of the season, was 
happy to see so many of his 
wrestlers compete so well at 
such a tough tournament. 

"We have a lot of guys who 
are reaching personal bests, 
and I think that is real 
important, especially this 
time of year. It is good to 
have them experience that 
kid of success, and it is 
something they can carry on 
into the final week of the 
season and into the post sea- 
son. 

“I was happy to see a lot of 
the younger guys who placed 
in the tournament." 

One of the young wrestlers 
McKenna was most 
impressed with was Bernard 
at 106 pounds. While it is 
still very early in his career, 
McKenna sees plenty of 
promise in the young 
wrestler. 

"It was the first time he 
had ever placed at a tourna- 
ment," McKenna said. "The 
106 pound weight class at the 
Middlesex League 
Tournament is so tough it is 
ridiculous. There are three 
state level wrestlers at that 
weight class, and Jacob has 
been wrestling for a month, 


so for him to be able to hold 
his own against those guys 
should be a big boost Of con- 
fidence for him. 

“He is not happy with sixth 
place, but he has gained 
some experience now, and I 
told him pretty soon he will 
be the one dishing out those 
beatings." 

Jennings fought hard for 
his title at 170 pounds, win- 
ning by pin in the quarterfi- 
nals over Trevian Atallah of 
Reading in a time of»1:11, 
before beating Mike Yirrell 
of Wakefield by score} of 7-4 
in the semi-finals and Isaac 
Seide of Melrose in the finals 
by a score of 7-6. Jennings 
had lost close matches to 
both Yirrel and Seide earlier 
in the season, losing to Seide 
by one point and to Yirell in 
triple overtime. 

Cook dominated his ‘first 
two matches of the day, beat- 
ing Dan Dimeglio , of 
Wakefield by pin in 3:09, and 
Eric Pimentel of Melrose in 
just 1:16, before winning a 4- 
2 decision over another 
Melrose wrestler, Jacob 
Fortier, in the finals. 

Jimmy Carroll won a:clas- 
sic, hard fought semi-final 
match at 220 pounds’ over 
Jackson Curran of Melrose, 
edging his opponent ‘by a 
score of 3-2 in the fourth 
overtime, otherwise known 
as the Ultimate Tie Breaker 
(UTB), winning with .an 
escape late in the period.. 

Carroll would go on to: lose 
in the finals against Collin 
Casey of Melrose. Carroll 
has been one of the Wildcats 
most improved wrestlers 
since the start of the season. 

"Jimmy had a slow start to 
the year, and at this. point 
he's making it to the finals 
of every tournament. he's 
in," McKenna said. . "It's 
because of his hard. work 
that he's improved like this 
during the season. He's get- 
ting to the finals, now he just 
has to break the door down 
and get through. 

“We've been working ’ on 
visualizing, and meditation 
and part of his training- and 
it's paid off. He doesn't 
panic, he's calm and collect- 
ed on the mat. © He's 
wrestling with a lot of poise. 

John Cox had a big win in 
his fifth place match at 138 
pounds, pinning Max Dionne 
of Belmont in a time of 2:32. 
Prior to that, he had’ come 
away with a big 7-6 win over 
Jackson Greeno of Reading. 

Overall, it was a day that 
McKenna and the rest of the 
Wildcats will look back on 
with pride. 

"It's great for these guys to 
know that while they may 
not have the record they 
want, they have the motiva- 
tion where they want to do 
their personal best during 
these tournaments,” said 
McKenna. 


Jennings takes 170-pound title; wins 100th match 
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hours of hard work to 
reach 100 career victories, 
becoming just the eleventh 
wrestler in school history to 
achieve the feat, while his 
Middlesex League title is 
another testament to his 
hard work, as on Saturday 
he defeated two wrestlers he 
had lost to earlier in the sea- 
son. 

The 100th career win for 
Jennings came in his first 
match of the day on 
Saturday when he pinned 
Reading’s Trevian Atalla in 
a time of 1:11 in the quarter- 
finals of the tournament. 
Jennings knew heading into 
the match that a victory 
would be number 100 in his 
career, and he was confident 
he could get it. 

“I was seeded second in the

- right away and go as hard as 
I’ean to get that 100th win 
because I wanted it so bad.” 

Jennings celebrated after 
* achieving the career mile- 
- stone, but not for long, as he 
- knéw there was still plenty 

of work to be done on the 


day. 

“It was sort of bittersweet, 
because I felt good that I 
had gotten my 100th win, but 
I was also in the semi finals, 
and I knew I really had to 
focus on that,” Jennings 
said. 

Jennings would get his 
chance to for a much bigger 
celebration a short time 
later, pulling out a pair of 
thrilling victories by deci- 
sion in both the semi-finals 
and the finals, winning both 
matches with dominant 
third periods. 

In his semi-final match 
against Wakefield’s Mike 
Yirrell, Jennings found him- 
self deadlocked in a score- 
less tie after one period and 
2-2 after two periods, but he 
completely dominated the 
third period on his way to a 
7-4 win to advance to the 
finals against a wrestler he 
had lost to in triple overtime 
earlier in the season. 

It took Jennings a while to 
find an opening against 
Yirrell, but once he found it, 
he took full advantage, with 
two takedowns and an 
escape in the third period. 

“He was a very defensive 
wrestler, so I was having 
trouble getting my take- 
downs, but that made it so 
much more _ rewarding,

because I had to work for it 
so much more,” Jennings 
said. “ 

Moving on to the finals, all 
that stood in the way of 
Jennings and his first 
Middlesex League title was 
Melrose’s Isaac Seide. Seide 
had already stood in 
Jennings way once this sea- 
son, beating him by one 
point in an earlier match, 
but this day belonged to 
Jennings. 

Once again, it was a big 
third period that led to the 
victory, as he entered the 
final two minutes leading by 
a narrow 5-4 margin, and 
saw Seide tie it at 5-5 early 
in the period.

After his win in the finals, 
Jennings was also able to 
fully celebrate his 100th 
career win. He was also 
able to reflect on his place in 
school history, becoming 
just the tenth wrestler to 
reach the milestone. 

“It definitely meant a lot,” 
Jennings said. “It was a 
really good feeling after I 
had won the tournament to 
be able to celebrate my 100th 
win. All my teammates 
were around me and that’s 
when it really hit me. It 
feels amazing because it is 
nice to see all the hard work 
I have put in over the past 
six years of wrestling finally 
pay off.” 

McKenna was also happy 
to see Jennings rewarded for 
all of the hard work he has 


put in throughout his career, 
as well as prior to high 
school. 

“He didn’t come in as a 
phenom or _ anything,” 
Jennings said. “But ‘he 
came in as a real talented 


- athlete and as someone with 


experience. We expected big 
things out of him every sin- 
gle time he stepped on the 
mat, and he stepped in and 
did a great job. 

“Every single year of high 
school has had a _ tough, 
tough weight class. He has 
gone the long road to have 
the success he has had.: His 
work ethic is second ‘to 
none.” 

The season is not over for 
Jennings and the Wildcats. 
They will wrap up their reg- 
ular season next week, and 
then move on to the post sea- 
son tournaments. Jennings 
finished third in the Division 
3 North sectional tourna- 
ment last season, and*he’ is 
looking for even bigger and 
better things in this year’s 
post season.

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liked to do. I always liked 
being the one who called the 
plays. I wasn’t very athletic, 
so I wanted to try and affect 
the “game as much as I 
could.” 

Turner certainly did a fine 
job of affecting the game at 
Mystic Valley, where in addi- 
tion. to his stellar head 
coaching record, he also 
spent the previous eight 
yéars as an assistant coach, 
first as an offensive line 
coach, and later as the 
offensive and defensive 
coordinator. He has literally 
beén with Mystic from the 
beginning, having been with 
the program from its first 
game back in 2004 where he 
c@ached the offensive line 
for-a year before becoming 
the offensive coordinator 
and then the defensive coor- 
dinator. 

“Wilmington got a good 
coach,” said Mystic Valley 
AD John Furlong.

a senior, and now resides in 
Westford, saw an opportuni- 
ty in Wilmington that was 
just too good to pass up.

Alberts was asked about 
why the two of them didn’t 
receive at least an interview.

Two weeks ago the 
Shawsheen Tech Wrestling 
team won their ninth
